ten years ago, Los Angeles shows astounding industrial develop 
ment, according to Chief Special Agent White, Department of Com- 
merce and Labor, who is directing the compilation of the manufacturers’ 
census in Southern California. He and his staff have been at work 
five months, but find such tremendous growth and activity that two 
months more will be required to collect the data. They had expected 
to finish yesterday. Practically every line of articles of necessity or 
modern convenience is made here. The tremendous increase is con- 
sidered the most remarkable in the country's history. Many enter- 
prises have come from other places, probably every State in the Union, 
within the year and established themselves here, Mr. White reports. 
The city’s comparative freedom from labor-union dictation is doubtless 
largely responsible for these business accessions.

Angeles developed so phenomenally 
that we had no real conception of it.” 
is the frank statement of C. C. White, 
chief special agent of the depart- 
ment’s branch, the bureau of the cen- 
sus, who is in charge of this work 
here. Since’ carly in February iast 
Agent White has had headquarters on 
the third floor of the Wilcox building, 
with fourteen ass'stants engage with 
him in gathering the information de- 
sired by the government. 

While no figures are yet available, 
Agent White estimates that the output 
of the manufacturing establishments 
in this city alone’ will,” for’ the past 
year, aggregate from $60,000,000 to 
$100,000,000. This .cstimate places the 
growth of the manufacturing interests 
at between two and three times, at 
lenat, what they were only five years 
ago. If his highest estimate is at- 
tained, and he does not deem. it im- 
probable. it will mean an increase of 
twenty times what the manufacturing 
business was in 1999 This is largely 
due to the city’s comparative freedom 
from labor-unton bossiam. 

According to the official figures, al- 
ready printed in The Times, the man~- 
ufacturing output of this city in 1906 
was valued at $5,000,000. In 1905 it 
was valued at $6,000.46: for 1910 Agent 
White eays it may reach $160,000,000. 
Three thousand separate firms or cor- 
porations do this business.

geles were explained by T. E. Gibbon 
yesterday to the City Club in an ad- 
dress on “What the Aqueduct Means 
to the Future of Los Angeles.” 

The address was largely a review of 
the progress of the work up to the 
present, the magnitude of the enter- 
prise which will provide the longest 
artificial waterway for a municipality 
in the history of the world, as he 
stated. He told how the big ditch is 
to furnish a supply of water aggre- 
gating 300,000,000 gallons during the 
ary periods, which, upon the basis of 
consumption, 110 gallons capita, 
will mean a supply for a of 2,4%,- 
000 people.

Brother Theophilus, Discovered in a Monastery by One 
of the Grand Dukes and Brought to Court, Is Latest 


Power Behind the Throne— Potent Influence in Favor 


of Reaction, Who Can Make or Unmake Ministers.

named Theophilus. Everybody 
‘him to be made a bishop before long. 
e Czar refuses to attend any church 
ceremonial uniess Theophilus accom, 
panies him, and yet. a few months» 
the monk was unknown. One of 
grand dukes, Constantin, found him in 
a monastery in Moscow and the monk's 
conversation pleased the grand duke so 
much that he took him to Tsarsk 
Selo, the Czar’s summer residence. 
Since John of Cronstadt’s death, the 
Czar has had no educated favorite 
among tbe clergy, and as soon as 
heard of Theophilus His Majesty sent 
for him and promptly féll under the 


‘| priest's spell. 


At first the-astute monk only visited 
the imperial paiace when specially 
summoned to instruct the Czar in mys- 
tical matters; but he soon obtained the 
right of access to the imperial person 
at any time—a privilege only possessed 
in Russia by members of the family 
and cabinet ministers. After this privi- 
lege had been conferred Theophilus 
s00n became a daily visitor at the pal- 
ace. He accompanied his imperial 
friend to the Crimea, where they spent 
hours and even days together, and it 
was not long before the cabinet minis- 
ters noticed that Theophilus had 
gained extraordinary ascendency over 
their master; in many cases they were 
enabled to trace imperial decrees to 
the monk's direct influence, Naturally, 
everybody who wanted to get the 
Czar’s ear, began by flattering his fav- 
orite, who received presents from 
anxious courtiers and ministers. 

AN EXAMPLE. 

The case of Prince Obolensk! serves 
es a striking example of what Theo- 
philus can do. Prince Obolenski had 
been a friend of the Czar for years, 
but court intrigue, which is greater in 
Russia than anywhere else, managed 
to bring about his fall. The Czar dis- 
missed him from his post as chief of 
the Cabinet, and the prince, who has 
no private fortune, found himself a 
beggar. The Dowager Empress, who 
hes a good deal of influence over her 
son, begged the Czar to grant his old 
friend a pension sufficient to save him 
from penury, but His Majesty refused 
to listen. Then Obolenski went to the 
monk amd managed to enlist his sym- 
pathy with the result that, a few hours

AN ENTAILED ESTATE FIGHT. 


Many Heirs and Lawyers in the Con- 
test for Parts of the Hamersiey 
Fortune. 


(Kansas City Star.) An example in 
long division is to be submitted in the 
New York courts. The dividend is the 
16-million-dollar Hamersley fortune. 
The divisors are seventy-one claimants 
and twenty-three law firms. Guess the 
quotient. 

This contest, with all its perplexing 
ramifica has been ever 
since the death in England more than 
a year ago of Lady Beresford. Interest 
is added to it by the character of the 
two principal claimants. One is an 
American boy, Louls Gordon Hamers- 
ley, supposed to have been the original 
of one of the characters in Robert W. 
Chamber's “The Danger Mark.” The 
other is a delicate English boy, William 
Beresford, born late in life to Lady 
Beresford. 

The other claimants comprise such 
widely known. New York families as 
the Cutings, Masons, Posts, Iselina, 


langdons, B 

These families all lay claim to a por 
tion of the estate througn right of in- 
heritance and intermarriage. 

The groundwork for the coming fight 
was laid some generations ago. When 
John Mason, founder orf the Chemical 
National Bank, one of the country's 
most wideiy known financial) institu- 
tions died, he ieft an estate of 7 mil- 
lion dollar. One of his children, Sarah 
Mason, became the wife of Andrew 
Gordon Hamersiey, who died after hav- 
ing largely increased the estate. 

Andrew Gordon Hamersiey left a 
son, Louls C. Hamersiey. The elder 
Hamersiey, exacted a promise from his 
gon that the fortune should go to “the 
first male Hamersiey.” 

In due course of time Louis Hamers- 
ley married. His wife was a Washing- 
ton beauty, or rather a New York 
beauty, who made the nationa] capita! 
the scene of her activities. Three years 
after their marriage in 1880 he died. 
There were no children. Hamersiey, 
true to hie promise, willed his fortune 
to “the first male Hamersiey,” but 
gave his wife a life interest in the 
estate and its income. 

The beautiful widow went to Europe. 
There she became the wife of the 
eighth Duke of Mar! and, after 
his death, the wife of Lord William 
Beresford. Of this marriage a son was 
born, Wiliam Warren La Poor 
Beresford 


This boy is one of tné claimants of 
the estate on the ground that it be- 
longed to his mother. “The first male 
Hamersiey” proved to be Louis Gordon 
Hamersiey, a son of a cousin of Louis 
Hamersiey, By the terms of his 
father’s will this boy and his sister 
were brought up in the big New York 
house by a nurse whose duty it was to 
see that they did not know of the vast 
wealth they were heir to. This boy is 
the principal heir to the estate. The 
contest means that he has everything 
to lose and nothing to win.

ert twelve miles a day is an average 
march, though swift messengers, like 
the mounted dromedary posts from 
Bagiad to Mossoul and Damascus, 
make forty, fifty and even more miles 
at a stretch. 

Freight between Ba@gdad and iniand 
points in Mesopotamia is commonly 
packed in pairs of bales, each bale 
weighing about 225 pounds, for the 
convenience of camel drivers in load- 
ing. The rates charged for carrying 
freight across the desert vary with 
conditions; being lowest when) camels 
are cheap, labor and pasture plentiful, 
and freight offerings none too numer- 
ous. For a common burden camel, $36 
is a fair price, though the trotters, or 
swift passenger camels are worth 
more. A young camel can sometimes 
be had about Bagdad for as littie as 
$3 or $4.

Carries ite Own Track With it and 
Travele Any Kind of a

A new oll fuel traction engine de- 
Signed for hauling artillery of the 
heaviest kind over all kinds of roads 
and across rough country and up hilir 
has just beeri tested in land.

ANTA MONICA, mother of beaches 
on the Pacific, is today experienc- 
ing a reawakening in which limit- 


jess. possiibiities are revealed. Mil- 


lions of dollars are being planted on 
the crescent shore of the beautiful 
Neapolitan bay in the expectation that 
they will grow into another city of 
dreams beside the bluest of waters. 
Tomorrow -ne of the first tangible 
evidences of a new Santa Monica will 
be afforded the public when the new 
concrete beach walk is formally dedi- 
cated—a walk that now extends in 
unbroken stretch from the old Norta 
Beach bathhouse to Short Line Beach, 
two and one-half miles away. 

The beach walk and the municipal 
pier of svlid concréte extending 1600 
feet into the sea are but building lines, 
scratched upon the sand, compared 
with the plans formulated by the 
capitalists who have recently secured 
the beach front property. For nearly 
a year the wrecking process has been 
going on, beginning with the destruc- 
tion of the famous old Arcadia Hotel 
and taking in the ramshackle bulld- 
ings scattered along the beach. The 
old bathhouse and a few cottages are 
about all that is left of the old re- 
sort, and they are about to be razed. 
The awakening of Santa Monica is 
to be one of building but not of boom. 
The capitalists who have secured con- 
trol of the land are not rushing tracts 
on the market, but are building sub- 
stantially and magnificently for the 
future, confident that a rapid and sub- 
stantial growth wil! set in when they 
have assured the position of the beach 
as one of the most attractive sea- 
shore locations in the world by the 
character of their improvements. 
The beginnings of things here have 
been so substantia! that Eastern capi- 
tal has been attracted in large amounts 
and the preliminary investments are 
already running into millions of dol- 
lars. One of the largest and finest 
café on the Pacific coast has been 
projected by an Eastern brewery, and 
the location has been secured.

Tree Pianting in Denver. 

Denver in a few years will be known 
az the “forest city,” because of the 
number of trees annually set out by 
its citizens. The city encourages the 
movement by giving away the trees. 
hecently 17,174 young trees were s0 

ven away, which were soon planted 

those receiving them. 

The distribution of free trees is an 

annual custom in Denver. The idea 
Originated during Mayor Speer's first 
term five years ago, and has been 
such a success that many other cities 
have copied the plan and pronounced 
it a municipal undertaking worth 
while. That it is each year growing 
more popular is evidenced by the in- 
creasing a4 for these trees, and 
the prompt manner in which the re- 
cipients put them into the ground and 
cullivate them. 
For ten days pricr to “Tree” day the 
public was informed through the vari- 
Ous weekly and daily papers that per- 
sons desiring trees to pliant for shade 
purposes could obtain them, each per- 
son who applied being entitied to threc 
trees, by securing an order signed by 
the Mayor or some member of the 
Council either by personal application 
to the officials or to the Mayor's s#ec- 
retary, Col. Irby. 

The Forestry Department of the 
city has kept careful check on the 
progress of the free trees pianted 
yearly since the inception of Tree Da 
in 1806. Of the first year’s crop 
per cent. flourished and are now fur- 
nishing shade. The second year 70 per 
cent. of the number planted grew and 
thrived, the follow year the amount 
was 75 per cent., last year it was 
82 per cent.
